The January term grand jury for tht 


13th Judicial District Court Monday 
returned six indictments including two 
charges of armed robbery, three 
burglary charges, and one charge of 
injury to personal property. 


The armed robbery indictments 


named James Washington and Elmer 
Kelly as defendants in connection with 
an alleged Nov. 11, 1971 robbery and 
assault with firearm of R. M. Sherrar. 
Bond was denied on the defendants in 
both cases. 


One of the persons indicted for 


burglary is David Earl Riley who 
allegedly illegally entered a house oc- 
cupied and controlled by George 
Mooneyhan on Dec. 14, 1971. 


Another burglary indictment was 


against Johnny Turner Jr., charged in 
an Oct. 24, 1971 incident of allegedly 
illegally entering a house occupied by 
Doyle Chambers. 


Turner is also charged with an Oct. 24, 


1971 burglary of the residence of B. L. 
Hagle. This te case No. 19,929. 


The indictment charging injury to 


personal property was against Archie 
Beldin and is listed as case No. 19,899. 
The defendant allegedly damaged a door 
to an automobile by kicking the door of 
the car owned by Peter Borsellino. The 
incident allegedly occurred Dec. 15, 
1971.

Vacek Calls for United Effort

throughout the State of Texas, attending 
the Texas Association of Community 
Action Agencies Quarterly Conference 
at the Baker Hotel here Wednesday, 
heard several speakers, including 
Navarro County Action Committee 
Director Jerome Vacek, speak about the 
present status of CAP 'agencies and the 
outlook for the very near future. 


In his report on legislative strategy 


trends, Vacek said the CAA should "be 
prepared to work within a metro and 
regional governmental concept within a 
state" and work to make it democratic 
in nature so that persons now par- 
ticipating in various CAA programs will 
be fairly represented. 


Vacek began his speech by describing 


the development of CAA's. He said after 
the Economic Opportunity Act of 1964 
was passed the basic goal was to 


mate poverty. The services-oriented 


programs which developed from the bill, 
Vacek said, were designed to identify 
needs and problems in the community 
and relate them to all resources. Em- 
phasis was on resident participation in 
decision-making.

congressmen received from persons 
favoring the program. 


"Apparently, they, (people who wrote 


the letters) forgot to send copies of the 
letters to Pennsylvania Avenue," Vacek 
commented. 


The present status of CAA's on 


legislation is that there is strong support 
in the Senate, but "on the House side it's 
weak, barely making the majority. 
Many representatives are negative 
toward Office of Economic Opportunity 
programs, but some of the key leaders 
are still in favor of the programs, ac- 
cording to Vacek. 


He said that during the past Christmas 


season, his staff conducted a telephone 
survey of Congressmen to learn their 
attitudes. Only two of the 25 were 
positive and most of the others were 
negative about OEO, although they 
complimented work being done at the 
local CAP level. 


He commented that since this is 


election year, there may soon be more 
positive votes for these programs. 


Vacek told of a "growing, pervasive 


movement to restructure governmental 
powers 
of 
decision-making 
and 


redistribution of this authority. 


Changes which will result from this 


movement, he said, will be based on 
state plans and regional plans. The 
resulting regional planning will involve 
reconstruction ol government and bring 
about new juristictions of power within 
the state in the form of something like 
the Council of Governments. 
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The big issue, he said, is to insure 


citizen participation in decision making 
as state-regional control moves away 
from local control. 


"We must be prepared to work within 


a metro-regional planning concept," 
Vacek said. He said the CAA's need to

The Housing Authority of the City of 


Corsicana, during its regular monthly 
meeting Tuesday at Northwest Apart- 
ments, yielded to protests from property 
owners opposing development of public 
housing units in an area designated as 
site "K", but immediately began 
seeking 
information on 
another 


proposed site. 


Nine local residents crowded into the 


small meeting room and the ajoining 
hallway during the meeting to learn 
what the board's decision would be 
concerning the proposed site, located on 
a strip of land between U.S. 75 and U.S. 
287 on the eastern edge of town. 


The Housing Authority proposed to 


build 40 family units under a public 
housing program entirely funded by the 
federal government. 


After minutes of the previous meeting 


were approved by the board, Chairman 
Robert "Bob" Scott, m, said the next 
step would be for the board to hear 
.comments by visitors. 


Ed Blackburn, director of the Housing 


program, then mentioned that he had 
gone before the Corsicana Chamber of 
Commerce, which informed him it would 
not endorse site "K". 


Board member Charles Croft then 


moved that the board vote to "drop site 
*K' and seek another site." 


One of the visitors at the meeting, L. 


P. Forsythe, commented that there are 
no shopping or other similar business 
facilities available, and no area there for 
such businesses to be made available to 
residents. 


A local city police officer, Melvin 


Byrd, commented that the two major 
highways near the project area would be 
a danger element to children -and 
residents of the area if the board decided 
to accept site "K". 


C. F. Dominy said that for many years 


he has owned the land adjoining 
proposed site "K" and has refused offers 
which would lower the value of adjoining 
property. He said he would oppose the 
proposed site if it would cause problems 
for his neighbors. 


After further discussion, the motion by 


Croft was seconded and passed to drop 
the proposed site. 


Immediately after the vote, as 


property owners were preparing to leave 
the meeting room, Board Member C. L. 
Redus commented "Every cotton- 
picking site we submit has been opposed. 
We must not lose sight of the fact that

this project is to get housing for people. 
People are important, and that's what 
it's all about.*' 


Later during the meeting^ Croft in- 


formed the board that approximately 19 
acres of property, given to the City of 
Corsicana on a term use basis, may 
possibly be available as a site for the 
housing project. He said the property 
donor, Louis Wolens, indicated he is in 
favoir of allowing use of land for this 
purpose. 


The board decided to allow Scott and 


the board's attorney, Robert Gladney, to 
speak with City Commissioners con- 
cerning use of the land for the project. 


In other business, Blackburn reported 


that a total of $12,757,24 was paid last 
month to the contractor presently 
working on construction of 40 housing 
units for the elderly. 


The board also heard Blackburn tell 


about a request for a 5.5 per cent in- 
crease in pay, effective Oct. 1,1971, for 
maintenance. After consideration, the 
board approved the pay hike. 


One item brought up at the meeting 


was the question of whether or not to do 
business with a different bank each year 
in order to be fair to all banks in the 


hi 
community. The board decided to adopt 
this system and begin banking with 
Corsicana National Bank effective 
March 1, 1972. 


A matter concerning a family at the 


Northside apartments, who had been 
asked to leave after neighbors com- 
plained about the tenant family, also 
came up for consideration by the board. 
AfterHiearing several persons testify in 
the matter, the board decided to place 
the family on two month probation to 
determine whether problems can be 
solved.

Dr. J. M. Dawson, Corsicana's Baptist 


statesman, is being honored today in 
Waco along with Michael Bourdeaux, 
director of the Centre for the Study of 
Religion and Communism in 
who is delivering this year's J. M. 
Dawson Lectures on Church and State at 


ylor University through Friday. 
The J. M. Dawson Chair of Religious 


Liberty and Studies in Church and State 
was founded at Baylor in 1956. Of it Dr. 
Dawson says "Of all of the honors that I 
have gleaned as editor of seven or eight 
newspapers and author of 12 books, I 
value the J. M. Dawson Church and 
State Studies most, because it is world- 
wide." 


Dr. Dawson, who resides at the 


Navarro Hotel in Corsicana, is the 
subject of a full-page feature story in the 
Feb. 9 issue of The Baptist Standard. 
Written by David A. Risinger, it is en- 
titled "J. M. Dawson, 93, Maintains 
Watchful Eye on the World". 


The article refers to Dr. Dawson's 


service as the first executive director of 
the Baptist Joint Committee on Public 
Affairs in Washington, D.C., as a 
founder of Americans United, as editor 
of The Baptist Standard and as pastor of 
several Texas churches, including First 
Baptist Church in Waco, where he 
served for 31 years. 


The J.M. Dawson chair at Baylor is 


described as "the number one research 
center on church and state in the United 
States". It has been so recognized by the 
National Council of Churches, and Dr. 
Dawson points out that it is so regarded 
from the broadest academic point of 
view, its basis not being limited to 
denominations. 


Dr. Dawson describes the center as a 


basis for a research library with 1,000

i, and it contains a great bulk of 


his personal papers, all classified and 
filed. He points out that the center is still 
growing through contributions from 
various organizations and individuals. 
Its physical facilities are attractive and 
elaborate, and it contains paintings by a 
Dallas artist of Dr. Dawson and the late 
Mrs. Dawson. 


The center offers not only research 


resources for undergraduate studies but 


for master's and doctoral degrees. Many 
theses on religious liberty have been 
written from it, Dr. Dawson points out. 


The distinguished nonagenarian has 


recently 'been included in a 700-page 
international volume entitled "Creative 
and Successful Personalities". His 
biography appears along with his pic- 
ture on a page opposite that of the 
famous Dr. DeBakey. The volume will 
be placed in libraries throughout the 
country. 


Dr. Dawson's latest published book, 


"Jose Antonio Navarro, Co-Creator of 
Texas" is a biography of the Texas 
patriot for whom our country is named. 
Since its publication in 1969, Dr. Dawson 
has written another book based on Texas 
history. Yet to be published, it is written 
in novel form, though based on fact, and

It's a one-man operation, Bounds 
being involved as he is in his own 
business. And if you've ever 
watched what happens when a 
single tomato plant is left to grow 
unchecked, you can imagine 
what would happen if 9,000 of 
them were left to nature for even 
a matter of a few hours. 


Each plant is attached to a 


piece of twine which is in turn 
tied to a rail across the ceiling, 
forcing the plant to climb upward 
like ivy. Hold makes the rounds 
each morning, peeling away new 
shoots growing off the main vine 
and leaving the single stalk 
growing. 


Using large fans, Hold keeps 


the inside temperature at around 
60 degrees during the night and 
close to 90 during the day. The 
constant temperature aids the 
plants in their self-pollenization 
process, but, here again, Hold 
lends a helping hand. Mother 
Nature constructed the tomato 
plant in such a way that the 
pollen grains are transferred 
only with a little help from the 
wind, so Hold gently nudges each 
individual plant with a hand-held 
blower. 


The results are spectacular. 


Tomatoes off Hold's vines are 
large and uniform and are 
becoming prized for their flavor. 
A number of large supermarkets

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Q: What is the law on stopping for 


school buses? I understood that drivers 
on both sides of the highway must stop 
while a school bus is loading or 
unloading, but I have seen cars on the 
opposite side of the road proceed without 
stopping. Aren't they breaking the law? 
(T.B.) 
A: The state law governing overtaking 


and passing a school bus now reads as 
follows: "The driver of a vehicle upon a 
highway inside or outside a business or 
residence district upon meeting or 
overtaking from either direction any 
school bus which is stopped on a highway 
for purpose of receiving or discharging 
any school children shall stop the vehicle 
before reaching such school bus when 
there is in operation on said school bus a 
visual signal as specified in Section 124 
(flashing lights on front and rear), and 
said driver shall not proceed until such 
school bus resumes motion or a signal by 
the school bus driver to proceed or the 
visual signals are no longer actuated. 
The driver of a vehicle upon a highway 
with Separate roadways need not stop 
upon meeting or passing a school bus 
which is on a different roadway or when 
upon a controlled access highway and 
the school bus is stopped in a loading 
zone which is a part of or adjacent to 
such highway and where pedestrians are 
not permitted to cross the roadway."
